WOOLLEN DUTIES 


On April 19th, Mr. Pringie, Corn- 
wall ,brought up the questicn of an 
increase of duties on weollens. He 


was supported in the demand-for an‘ 


increase of duty, by a number of 
members of the opposition. During 
the course of the debate Mr. Oliver 
spoke as {o\lows ;— 

Mr. FRANK OLIVER (Alberta). As 
a very considerable number of differ- 
en’, subjects have been introduced in- 
tc this motion to adjourn and a num- 
‘ber of very specific statements made, 
jt will be quite in order, J presume, 
to meet those statements and not al- 
jow them to pass unchallenged. The 
hon. member fer Halton {Mr. Hender- 
son) made the very definite state- 
ment that the reason why the wool- 
len industry had not altogether gone 
to pieces in Canada is because the 
duties were not reduced by this~Lib- 
eral goverament as the Liberal oppo- 
sition bad promised. As a matter of 
fact I understand that the duties on 
woollens under the late government 
ran from 25 to 35 per cent, and that 
the competition of which our woollen 
manufacturers complain is thé com- 
petition of Great Britain, inagmuch 
as the Pritish product is imported 
now into Canada at one-third Jess 
duty than was levied before 1896. In- 
stead of our imported woollens today 
paying duties of from 25 to 35 per 
cent, they pay duties from 16 2-3 to 
22 1-3 per cent, being a reduction of 


one-third in the duties paid on the 


general classes of weollen goods. The 
people of this country have received 
the benefit ofthat reduction. This 
reduction has been of great material
